NAPOLEON'S TOMB 


KEPT SEALED IN, 


SPITE_OF PLEAa* 


No One Has Seen Body Since 


1840, Director of Invalides 
Reports 


BY MLNOTT BAUNDERS 


Pario—Although hundreds of re- i 


quests are made yearly for permla- , 
aioa to examine the remains of 
Napoleon, no one has »een the body 
since 1840, according to Colonel Pol 
Paynard, director of the Invalides < 
and eminent authority on the former i 
emperor. 


With the tourist season well under 


way, the Impressive tomb of Napo-' 
Icon In the Invalides is surrounded' 
during all hours that the building 
Is open. Many ask about the probable 
condition of the body and gaze In. 
speculation. Even 
scientists who 


would like to discover from the cra- 
nial formation the secret of his mili- 
tary genius cannot hope to have the 
tomb opened. 


CASKET OPENED ONCE 


Only 25 persons have seen the 


body since hla burial In Saint Helena 
in 1S21. 


"Historians and medical authori- 


ties are constantly demanding per- 
mission to see the body of Napoleon, 
now dead for more than 109 years," 
explained Colonel Paynard. "Many of 
them want to confirm whether he 
died of cancer or Malta fever while 
others are anxious to study his brain 
for physiological 
reasons. On the 


other hand, there are large numbers 
of morbid tourists who want to re- 
turn home and be able to say that 
they have seen his body. 


"It is naturally impossible now 


for anyone to have even a glimpse 
of Napoleon, for his body is sealed 
hermetically in six massive coffins. 
One is made of zinc, one of maho 
gany, two of lead, one of ebony and 
one of oak. 


"Then, too, Napoleon was not 


balmed in Saint Helena, simply be 
cause there was no material on the 
island1 at the time of his death. Only 
some creosote was sprinkled on his 
corpse, so there would only be a 
skeleton and the dusty bits of his 
uniform left." 


In explaining how those who did 


have a glimpse of the body managed 
to get the privilege, Colonel Paynard 
said: 


"Napoleon was first buried ir 


Slane Valley of Saint Helena in a 
vault of ashlar and Roman cement 
held together by clamps of iron and 
closed with the flat slabs of stone 
and layers of pebbles. Here he rested 
for nearly 20 years, until he was 
exhumed in 1840. 


SURE OF IDENTITY 


"It was then that 25 officially ap1 


pointed delegates witnessed1 the open 
ing of the coffin, so as to make SUM 
that it contained the real remains o1 
Napoleon.

MAKES COST UNCERTAIN 


The carriers occupy a unique po- 


sition. They are common carriers 
and they have in some instances a 
monopoly.

The carriers have obej'ed the law and 
have set-freight and passenger rates 
accordingly; but now, if the old oper- 
ations of the interstate commission 
are questioned, the cost of transpor- 
tion is in question.

exercise oC a rail,carrier's control of 
its subsidiaries, -where that 
control 


was acquired prior to the Transpor- 
tation act and therefore without au- 
thority from the commission.

March 4, 1031, with strong prospects 
of long evxlensions thereafter if the

Hines said. "The powers of the in- 
terstate commerce commission over 
the acquisition of railroads or rail- 
road control and over railroad con- 
solidations in all cac^s where a,iy 
such step would involve any viola- 
tion of the Anti-Trust laws as they 
existed prior to the transportation 
act.

and dairy economy and dairy sanita- 
tion, and will be of the 
greatest 


value to the dairy industry as well 
as the consuming public, and that it 
•will awaken in this country as well 
as in the countries participating a 
fuller appreciation of the magnitude 
of this great industry and its bene- 
fits to the agricultural interests so 
intimately associated with it and the 
million consumers of milk, the com- 
mittes unanimously recommends the 
passage of this resolution," the re- 
port says. 


In pointing to the progress made 


in the dairy industry in the last de- 
cade, the report says that through 
improved methods of distributing 
milk, Wisconsin and Minnesota ship 
whole milk to Miami, 
Fla., New 


Tork, and Boston, so that the milk 
reaches the consumer in as good con- 
dition as if the consumer lived a few 
miles from the. producer.

District Attorney Staidl Gets 


Copy of New Regulations 
from Commission 


•Appleton's Fourth of July celebra- 


tion will actually be a 'safe and «ane 
affair this year if provisions of the 
new law are carried out. 


Stanley A. Staidl, district attorney, 


who received a copy of the new 
state regulations this week, said he 
would make special efforts to see 
that all were observed. 


The types of fireworks permitted 


under the law Include: Chinese and 
domestic firecrackers not more than 
two inches long and three-eighths 
of an inch in diameter; colored fire 
in covered containers; light torches 
with lighting ends covered; fountains 
flower pots and display wheels throw 
ing a display not more than six 
feet; uncolored sparklers not more 
than ten inches in length overall. 


One of the enforcement provisions 


in the new law states that an of- 
ficial may be removed from office 
for failure to enforce the regulations. 


The list of 
fireworks which are 


banned by the new provisions in- 
clude: fire balloons, mortars or can- 
nons, explosive cans, toy pistols or 
toy revolvers or other contrivances 
using explosive caps or cartridges, 
Chinese firecrackers more than two 
inches in length or any article con- 
taining compound of mercury or yel- 
low phosporous. 


Fireworks which 
are 
permitted 


under the law can be sold or stored 
or used only in open fields, public 
park, private parks or on rivers, 
lakes or ponds by public authorities 
or private persons who have first 
been granted a permit for the dis- 
play by the Fourth of July commis- 


«ion or the mayor or president ot 
the city or village. 


Other provision* include: 
Th« iMuInf officers may require 


an Indemnity bond in the sum of 
five thousand dollars with good and 
sufficient sureties for payment of 
all claims that may arise by reason 
of injuries to person* or property 
from the handling, use or discharge 
of fireworks under

permit. 


Such bond if required shall be taken 
in the name of the city, village or 
town wherein the fireworks display 
is to be given, and any person in- 
jured thereby may bring an action 
on said bond In his own name to re 
cover the damage he has sustained 


The bond together with a copy of 


the permit shall be filed in the office 
of the clerk of euch city, village or 
town. The permit shall be valid for 
the term of one year from the date 
of issue unless sooner revoked by 
the issuing officer for cause. A new 
permit shall not be issued to any 
person or organization 
while

judgment against the applicant for 
damage growing out of the handling, 
use or discharge of fire works re- 
mains unsatisfied. 


Such fireworks shall not be stored, 


kept, sold or discharged within fifty 
feet of any gasoline pump, gasoline

Any person who at any time sells 


any such fireworks other than to a 
person or organization which at the 
time has and produces an unexpired 
permit as required by this sub-sec- 
tion and eha.ll be liable for all dam- 
ages caused by such fireworks.

SCENE LITTLE CHANGED 


The scene of the battle looks very 


much the same today. On the rocky 
ridge of King's Mountain there arc 
only a few monuments to mark the 
epochal conflict. 
Standing on the 


battlefield, one sees a landscape that 
has been changed very little sin,ce 
the October day in 1780 when a hand 
ful of backwoodsmen defeated a de- 
tachment of British regulars. 


At the time the battle was fought 


things looked dark for the cause 
of American independence. 
In the 


north, Washington was almost help- 
less, faced by a larger British force 
than anything he could get togeth- 
er. In the south. Lord Cornwallis 
has defeated General Gates and his 
army at Camden. 
Following this 


victory, Cornwallis sent one of his 
most trusted subordinates, Colonel 
Patrick Ferguson, with 1500 men 
up through the Carolinas to sup- 
press the revolutionists and 
rally 


the king's sympathizers. 


Ferguson got along well for a 


time, but at length he began to 
hear rumblings from the west. He 
sent a messenger into the moun- 
tain region, telling the backwoods- 
men that if they did not lay down 
their arms and support the king's 
cause he would go there, lay the 
country waste and hang their lead- 
ers. The messenger got a chilly re- 
ception, however, and when Fergu- 
son heard that the colonists were 
massing against him he withdrew his 
troops to the rocky spur of King's 
Mountain and boasted that all the 
devils in hell could not dislodge him. 


HAD BATTLEFIELD 


SWEETHEART 


Ferguson was evidently a dash- 


ing sort of an officer. He had a rep- 
utation as a lady's man, and one 
or more mistresses was usually in 
his train. One in particular known 
only as "Virginia Sal," followed him 
to King's Mountain and died there 
with him. 


The mountaineers quickly accept- 


ed Ferguson's challenge. 
From as 


far west as Tennesseee they assemb- 
led, gathering at the village of Cow- 
pensh on Oct. 6, 1780, and pushing 
forward to King's Mountain through 
a dark, rainy night. 


The next afternoon they came on 


tho British. Spreading out, the pa- 
triots surrounded the mountain and 
began exercising their 
backwoods 


marksmanship on the redcoats. The 
British charged repeatedly, but the 
Americans met them with Indian- 
style fighting shielding themselves 
behind trees and rocks and keeping 
up a destructive musketry fire. 


Colonel Ferguson fought a brave 


fight, soing everywhere along the 
line of battle encouraging his men. 
Finally, however, he fell dead, with 
eight bullets In his body, and shortly 
afterward his contingent 
surrend- 


ered. Some 250 of the British were 
Wiled, as against 30 Americans. Not 
more than 900 men were engaged on 
the American side. 


EFFECT FAR-REACHING 


The effect of the battle was far- 


reaching. Not only did it give the 
cause of independence a stimulant 
that it needed very badly; it started 
Cornwallis on his disastrous retreat 
to the north; he was defeated at 
Guilford Courthouse a little later, 
withdrew down to Charleston and fin. 
ally was driven Into a corner at York 
town and compelled to surrender. 


Ferguson's grave, marked by a 


simple headstone, is on tho battlefield 
It is covered with a heap of stones 
an old tradition requiring each visit- 
or to add one to the heap. When j 
the grave was opened, many years 
ago, the skeleton of "Virginia Sal" 
was found beside tho body of the 
dead officer. Her remains were giv- 
en a new grave and Ferguson's body 
was re-interred. 


The battleground, contrary to pop- 


ular belief, is Just south of the North 
Carolina line, in South Carolina. The

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THE KOHLER VERDICT 


Judge 
Gustave 
G. Gehrz, 
before 


whom the case was tried, has ratified 
the unanimous verdict of the jury ex- 
onerating Gov. Kohler of violating- the 
corrupt practices act. The court in a 
lengthy ruling, which reviewed 
the 


trial and testimony, states that "justice 
has been done, and the evidence sup- 
ports the verdict." His opinion of the 
grounds 
on which the 
case was 


brought is indicated by the statement 
that the "vague and far-fetched infer- 
ences relied upon, though strained to 
the utmost, have been conclusively 
overcome by positive and unimpeached 
testimony." It hadn't a leg to stand on. 


Justice Gehrz's judgment as to the- 


issues of both law and fact presented 
leaves no consolation to the plaintiffs 
who brought the proceedings. They are 
ejected from court, so to speak, bag- 
gage and umbrella. The testimony pre- 
sented after more than a year of inten- 
sive investigation and a John Doe in- 
quisition was so flimsy as to have no 


• standing whatsoever in a tribunal of 


justice. This should be final proof that 
Gov. Kohler is the victim of a. political 
conspiracy and of vicious persecution. 
It is no small thing to charge a man of 
his position and character with crim- 
inal offenses, and to allege that 
he 


would undertake to obtain public office 
by recourse to felonious acts, to say 
nothing of the humiliation and worry 
to which he has been subjected. There 
ought to be some legal recourse, for 
the men who made these charges and 
never once appeared in court, are guil- 
ty of a serious offense themselves. 


Attorneys for the plaintiffs say the 


case will be appealed to the supreme 
court. This step will not be taken in 
the hope of obtaining a reversal, for it 
is a thousand to one shot that the su- 
preme court will affirm the verdict as 


' rendered, and that no substantial ex- 


ceptions can be taken to the judge's 
construction of the law and his rulings 
'on evidence. The appeal will be for the 
purpose of keeping alive the charge 
against the governor, on the ground 
that it has not been finally 
decided, 


until after the gubernatorial primary. 
The supreme court can hardly hear 
argument and render an opinion before 
that date. This will permit the politi- 
cians to go about the state in the nom- 
inating campaign with the old cry that 
Kohler's election was 
"purchased."

' jury and unfair judge acquitted 
the 


governor, how the corrupt practices 
act has been robbed of its potency, how 
the purity of elections has been de- 
stroyed, how wealth dominates the 
government of Wisconsin and a lot of 
other poppycock.

JAPANESE BOGEY AGAIN 


Now that the London naval treaty is 


being put under the senatorial micro- 
scope, certain easily-worried Amer- 
icans are wondering audibly if Uncle 
Sam, once more, has not sat in at a 
conference where scheming foreigners 
took advantage of his innocence and 
made off with his last shirt. It was to 
be expected that the arrangement be- 
tween America and England would 
be closely scrutinized. 
The fear of 


England, apparently, like the poor, is 
always with us—or at least is always 
with some of our super-patriots. 


But now it is being charged that the 


Japanese have hoodwinked us too. The 
Japanese got their cruiser ratio raised, 
and at least two influential senators are 
beginning to wonder if this should not 
be viewed with the traditional sena- 
torial alarm. Perhaps the best answer 
that can be made comes from 
Secre- 


tary of State Henry L. Stimson. Read 
what he had to say to the senate naval 
committee: 


There was this situation in cruisers. 
We 


had two eight inch cruisers in the "water, one 
nearly ready for launching and five on which 
a certain amount of construction had been 
done. 
Whatever else was 
done had been 


merely begun, but there were two in the wa- 
ter. Japan had eight eight-inch cruisers in 
the water and four more which were 
very 


much nearer 
completion than any of ours, 


making 12 in all. In six-inch cruisers she had 
08,000 tons where we had only 70,000 tons. 


Our problem was to ask Japan to stay still 


for six years and let us build past her until 
we had 15 cruisers of the eight-inch class in 
the water to her 13, and three more so closely 
finished that all of them would be completed 
in the year 1935. In respect of the six-inch 
cruisers, we had to ask her to stand still at 
nn increase of only 2000 tons, bringing 
her 


from her present 98,000 tons to only 100,000 
tons, which the treaty gives her, while we 
built past her from 70,000 to 143,000 tons. 


I speak deliberately when I say that the 


Japanese delegation, and the Japanese gov- 
ernment which confirmed the action of 
the 


Japanese delegation, had a harder problem 
and solvecl it with a greater faith in the Pa- 
cific relations of the three groat powers, than 
any other nation at the conference. 


There is one more bit of testimony 


to add to this. Admiral William V. 
Pratt, commanding the U. S. fleet, told 
the senators this: "It suits me. 
I say 


that, realizing that if any 
fighting 


comes off now I will have to do it." All 
in all, it seems hard to work up much 
uneasiness about the situation in re- 
spect to Japan. 
The Japanese war 


bogey seems to be dying quite rapidly. 
Why not let it die, forever, and sec 
that it is given a good burial? 


EXAMINING BUS DRIVERS 
The Illinois department of health 


urges that bus drivers be required to 
pass just as exacting physical exami- 
nations as locomotive engineers, ship 
captains or airplane pilots. Trains, it 
is pointed out, have fixed rails along 
which they move. Ships, except in har- 
bor, move without the complications 
of congested traffic. 
Even airplanes 


have more security from the perils of 
mere numbers than vehicles on busy 
higliAvays. 


The bus driver, guiding his load 


swiftly along hard roads in close prox- 
imity to numerous other motorists of 
varying degrees of skill and judgment, 
has heavy responsibility for the safety 
of his own passengers as well as mo- 
torists he meets or passes. 
Various 


.physical ailments may cause tempo- 
rary visual impairment or errors in 
judgment which will mean catastrophe 
in a crisis. 
The absence of such de- 


fects should be an essential qualifica- 
tion in employing drivers. There are 
thousands of motor busses on the high- 
ways of the country, carrying millions 
of passengers. It is only good sense to 
ask that strict physical and mental re- 
quirements be successfully met before 
anyone is given the right to pilot a 
passenger bus within or across state 
boundaries.

Dr. Edmund Jacobson, physiolo- 


gist, 
physician, psychologist, 
has 


written a monograph on "Progres- 
sive Relaxation," published by Uni- 
versity of Chicago Press, that is the 
best five dollars worth of health 
literature 
I have 
seen in many 


moons. It belongs, I think, on the 
shelf alongside of Darkin's "Expres- 
sions cf the Emotions of Man and 
Animals," Cannon's "Bodily Changes 
in Fear, Rage, Pain and Hunger," 
McCollum's "Food, 
Nutrition 
and 


Health," Sherman's "Chemistry of 
Food and Nutrition" and McKenzie's 
"Exercise in Education and Medi- 
cine." I'd add Duffie's "Book for Us 
Diabetics" if any one is interested 
in that disease. These books are 
really classics. What I mean, you 
don't just read 'em and wish you 
had- your money back. You treasure 
them and refer to them year after 
year, as you do to the dictionary or 
the telephone directory. The tele- 
phone directory may not strike you 
as a classic. Yet you consider it 
well worth the price, for you buy a 
new edition twice a year and pay 
a good price for it, too.

Nearly everyone likes and enjoys 


the appetizing daintiness of Jellied 
desserts and salads as well as meat, 
fish and vegetable dishes. These con- 
coctions are so simple to prepare and 
give such a large 
return for the 


amount of effort involved that they 
are a very real aid to the housekeep- 
er. 


Gelatine now is generally market- 


ed in granulated form. 
Ordinarily 


one tablespoon of gelatine is needed 
to jelly one pint of liquid. This liquid 
includes the water, 
cold and hot, 


used to soften and dissolve the gela- 
tine and the flavoring. But in warm 
weather, or if juicy fruits or nuts 
are added, more 
gelatine 
will be 


needed. When a large mold is want- 
ed, a stiffer jelly 
and consequently 


more gelatine will be required. 


Another point worth knowing: in 


the making of gelatine dishes Is the 
use of cold liquid rather than hot. 
After soaking the gelatine, dissolve 
it by standing ,t in a pan of boiling 
water. When the gelatine is thor- 
oughly dissolved, add the cold liquid. 
The length of time required to cool 
the whole is shortened and the mix- 
ture can be immediately chilled and 
allowed to stiffen. 


Keep in mind, too, that fresh pine- 


apple—fiuit or juice-^must be scald- 
ed before combining with gelatine. 
The pineapple contains a constituent 
which, used in its raw state, pre- 
vents the gelatine from stiffening. 


The usual method to follow in 


making a gelatine dish is to soak the 
rranulated gelatine 
in cold water 


for five minutes. Then add the boil- 


pr liquid and stir until the gelatine 


is thoroughly dissolved. Add remain- 
ing- ingredients and .stir until thor- 
oughly blended. If fruit or fruit juice 
is added, let the dissolved 
gelatine 


cool a few minutes 
before combin- 


ing, for tho heat may harm the fresh 
fruit flavor. 
' 


The molds should be damp or light- 


ly rubbed with olive oil to insure per- 
fect molds when unmoidcd for serv- 
mpr. 


To unmold, wring 


of boiling or very 


a clean cloth out 


hot water and 


wrap around the mold 
just long 


enough to melt a thin coating of the 
jelly next to the mold 
Invert on 


plate and 
gelatine 
will sup from 


mold. 


Aside from making food attractive, 


gelatine supplements other foods by 
aiding in their digestion and increas- 
ing their food value.

One tablespoon 
gelatine, 2 cups 


milk, * cup sugar, 2 eprgs, i teaspoon 
halt, 1 teaspoon vanilla. 


Add gelatine- to milk and scald in 


double boiler. When gelatine is dis- 
solved, add sugar and stir until sug- 
ar Is dissolved. Pour slowly into yolks 
of eggs well beaten, beating constant- 
ly. Redan to double boiler and cook, 
stirring until mixture thicken. 
Re- 


move from heat and add salt. Fold in 
whites of eggs beaten until stiff and 
add vanilla. Poul into one large mold 
or individual ones and chill.

od of solving the piesent difficulties 


If in the prohibition situation

education, Dr. II. E. Peabody, pas- 
tor of First Congregational church, 
preaching Sunday at First 
Meth- 


odibt church, urged three 
reasons 


foi total abstinence from the use of 
alcoholic drinks. 


His reasons were: First, to make 


for more efficiency; second, to be a 
good citizen, and third, 
to be an 


ambitious Christian. 


"I am speaking especially to the 


Christian men and women here who 
drink," 
Dr. Peabody 
said as 
he 


started his Anti-Saloon Sunday ser- 
mon at the Methodist church. 
"As 


li an intelligent mechanic or a gentle- 


I man or both you drink somewhat, 


and for several reasons. First be- 


i cauee the law does not forbid it and 


it is not wrong in itself. To both 
these reasons I agree. Then it adds 
to the social pleasures of an eve- 
ning; you enjoy it or perhaps you 
are afraid to refuse 
when 
others 


around you are drinking. 


PLACE TO BEGIN

In regard to this alcohol business 


we have been discussing almost ev- 
ery other phase of it, except tota 
abstinence. 
We have been saying 


that the way to solve the bristling 
difficulties of the present situation 
is through 
education. 
I heartily 


agree. And the place to begin tha 
education is with teaching total ab 
stinence, and the reason for it. Tha 


the scientific method, and in this 


matter of liquor drinking we have 
been suffering 
under 
a shamefu 


Inck of scientific method in the last 
t n years. 


"I am urging upon you three rea 
.sis for being a total abstainer 


I'^'iirst that you may be an efficient 
' *vorker; second that you may be a 


good citizen; third, that you may bo 
an ambitious Christian. 


"And 
first that you may be an ef- 


ficient worker. I begin my reasons 
here as a. sporting man. I was for 
four years full back on the Harvard 
football team, and one of the foun- 
dation rules of training was no alco- 
hol, no champagne, no wine, no beer, 
not any. Iso one of us doubted the 
wisdom of that rule for a- minute. 
One hundred per cent efficiency as 
an athlete requires that one be a to- 
tal abstainer. Stagg, Yost and the 
other best coaches have just been 
saying the same thing-. On the eve- 
ning after the Tale game we broke 
training, most of the men had cham- 
pagne for dinner, 
and 
some 
got 


drunk.

round the fact that among all the 
forms of lawlessness and crime that 
are the .chief menace to our institu- 
tions, lawlessness against our liquor 
laws is the most prominent, certain- 
ly the most discussed. And the rea- 
son is this, that the 
consumer of 


liquors is the 
fountain-head and 


chief cause of all the crime and law- 
lessness m that field. Furnish a 
profitable market for liquor or mow 
ing machines 
or any other com 


modtty and the supply is certain to 
be provided. He who provides th 
market is the real cause, the boot 
logger and the rackekteer are only 
incidents. The man or woman who 
serves cocktails and highballs at her 
labc, these are the otherwise respon 
' sible citizens who. President Hoover 
eays, 'pour vast sums into the hands 
of the criminal classes by the pa 
tronage of illicit liquor." Besides it 
seems a bit cowardly and unsports 
manlike to make the bootlegger take 
all the risk of being killed and dis 
gracing his family, just to supply 
one'a 
pleasure 
which 
involves a 


crime; therefore as a good citizen 1 
am determined to keep entirely out 
of that business. 


"And 
by third motive for this priu- 


1 ciple is that I maf be an ambitious 
| Christian. And I am the more ready 
, to urge this motive because I believe
